and protested against the drawing of 
talesmen from th#- farm er and mer 
cantile classes rather than from the 
main body of citizens. 
Judge Wood in reply said that he 
had absolute confidence 
in 
Sheriff 
Hodgin. and said that ho would make 
no suggestion to him as to tho man 
tier in which he made up his lists. 
Scruples against capital punishment 
and prejudice against the acceptance 
of 
circum stantial 
evidence, 
rather 
than opinions that gave bias, w ire 
the stumbling blocks of the talesmen 
examined. 
Man 
after man averred

under any circumstances, and they all 
successfully resisted attempts to show 
that the belief had been recently or 
conveniently advanced.
